PERSONAL LOYALTY HAS FALLEN. 
The death of Governor Emmet O’Neal came as 
a shock to the entire state, and was felt as a per­ 
sonal loss to marly people in theae cities where he 
had ardent admirers and many warm friends. A 
few knew of the serious illness that came to him 
in the spring while he was on a long trip in the 
Interests of the Ford bid for Muacle Shoals.

is said that when in April he was called for a num­ 
ber of addresses in the Southeast his people pro­ 
tested vigorously against his making the effort. 
But he Raid he felt it was his duty to go, and 
brushed the protests aside. It is related that when 
he was in the midst of a pro Ford address at Au- 
ffugta, Ga., he collapsed and that he never fully 
He wat the outstanding advocate of 
the Ford offer, after his election as president of 
the Alabama Muscle Shoals Association, and his 
speeches were regarded as model defenses of the 
claims of Mr. Ford for the Shoals project.. 
Governor O’Neal held a high place as a publicist 
at the time of his death. fte was an active mem­ 
ber, and one of the vice-presidents, of the Ameri­ 
can Bar Association. His speeches and writings 
cover a large range of subjects..
